The population of Los

1910 to $40,000 in 1920, or a gain 
of 86.8 per cent, and the latest 
estimate gives the 
county of Los Angeles a popwation 
now of 1.190.000. Who, therefore, 
can forge a better key to the future 
prosperity of Los Angeles, than this 
significant fact that the growth of 
the country districts back of Los 
Angeles is keeping pace with that 
of the city and in some cases even 
exceeding it. 

Loe Angeles’ growth industrially 
has been commensurate with its 
— 11 growth in population. 
| This is equally true in the case of 
many of the cities of Los Angel 
county. In 1918, according to the 


hundreds | United States census, the value of | 


| the products manufactured in Los 
Angeles reached a total of 1278. 
327,000. compared with a total of 
only $15.134,000 for the products 
manufactured but twenty yeare 
earlier. Since 1899 the value of 
the manufactured products of Los 
Angeles has increased by the fol- 
lowing steps: 1904, $34,814,000; 
1909, $68,586,000: 

900; 1920, 827,327.00. It 
doubtful whether any other city in 
America can show such a rapid in- 
dustrial growth. 


MANUFACTURING GAINS 


— Los Angeles has over 3800 manu- 
facturing establishments of various 
kinds and during 1921 new indus- 
tries were added to the city at the 
irate of two every three days. An 
(estimate prepared by the Chamber 
of which includes «4 
industries not con- 
sidered by the Federal census, 
places the value of the products 
manufactured in 1921 in Los An- 
|\geles and vicinity at over 1800. 
000,000. The reports of the Fed- 
eral census bureau have never here- 
included the moving-picture 
industry in the list of Los Angeles’ 
| industries. This industry in 1921 
| produted films worth $140,000,000. 
In this list of Los Angeles’ in- 
dustries, besides the motien pic- 
tures. are to be found such im 
portant ones as oil, of] well and 
electrical machinery, lumber pro- 
ducts, ship building, airplane, china 
and giass, automobiles. trucks. 
furniture and house furnishings, 
textile, tire and rubber, and fish- 
ing and canning. Los Angeles is 
conceded to be the largest manu- 
facturer of oil well machinery in 
the United States and is becoming 
& national factor in the manufac- 
ture of electrical machinery. It is 


conceded to be the largest cloth- 
ing manufacturing center west of 
Chicago, and has the largest tire 
and rub@er company in the West. 


THE STAR OF EMPIRE 

Local furniture shops last year 
turned out $23,000,000 worth of 
furniture. The best woods of the 
Pacific Northwest and of Mexico 
and South America, are being 
brought here in increasing amounts 
to be made into furniture for our 
market. This success points to 
the day when we will be making 
own cotton g00dse from cotton 
grown in California, Arizona and 
Texas; our woolen goods from the 
wool of our western ranges, and 
our shoes from the hides of the 
cattle districts of the West and 
Alaska. Great stockyards have 
been and are being 
financed for this city, and a lum 
ber enterprise of such magnitude is 
in the building that for the mo- 
ment we almost forgot the possibil- 
ity of a steel industry which the 
future certainly will provide. — 

Just as certainiy as the tide of 
population is moving — phshing 
from the most prosperous popula - 
tion centers of the Bast and South 
and Middle Wen to Southern Call- 
fornia, so the tide of industry is 
moving — pushing steadily in the 
same direftion.

POWER DEVELOPMENT 

Los Angeles early learned the 
value of cheap power. Thirty years 
ago the chief products of Los An- 
geles county were agricultural and 
horticultural. What at that time 
was considered an impas ble bar- 
rier to the development of indus- 
tries was the lack of fuel. Coal, the 
then chief source of heat and pow 
er, had to be brought in from a 
considtrable distance, and manu- 
facturing lagged. In that day a 
large part of the returns from ag- 
riculture and tourists went to pay 
for eastern manufactured products. 
In 1894 occurred the first consider- 
able production of oil in Southern 
California, and this production has 
continued in increasing proportions 
until today nearly 25 per cent of 
the crude oil produced in the 
United States comes from Califor- 
nia, most of it within a zone in and 
surrounding Los Angeles. Today 
not only Los Angeles county, but 
a large portion of Southern Call- 
fornia te dotted with oil felds 
from Santa Berbara to the Impe- 
rial Valley. United States produc- 
tion of crude ofl in 1921 was 469.,- 
639.000 barrels, and California's 
production was 114,849,000 barrels. 
During the first six months of 1922. 
61,092,778 barrels of oil were pro- 
duced in California. or about one 
quarter of the 266,927,000 barrels 
produced in the United States. 

One million five hundred thous- 
and horse power of hydroelectric 
power has been developed already 
in California. Development in 1922 
and 1923 will aggregate about 300. 
000 horse power, or 20 per cent on 
top of all that has been developed. 
This peak of development has bare- 
ly kept abreast of the demand. Los 


Angeles is on eof the two chief 
centere of California in this de- 
velopment 


HYDROELECTRIC 

The hydroelectric projects now 
completed, in course of construc- 
tion and contemplated, are both 
municipal end private en:terp: ices. 
Tac Lose Angeles Aqueduct, bullt 
at a coat of $25,000,000, leading 
frum the region of Mt. Whiiney 
and perpetual snows, 250 miles 
frora the city, is the basis of the 
municipal power development. Nox 
only does the Aqueduct supply the 
city with pure mountain water for 
domestic use and irrigation pur- 
poses, adequate for the needs of 
over 2,000,000 persons. but it is al- 
so the means of developing for 
the city 80,000 horsepower of hy- 
drolectric power. 

Four million horsepower is the 
estimate of California's undevel- 
oped hydroelectric power.

CONTENTED LABOR 

A favorable labor situation has 
also contributed much to the in- 
dustrial prosperity of Los Ange- 
les. Men and women who work 
with their hands are sure to be 
more than ordinarily contented 
under such idea! climatic and gen- 
eral living conditions as  prevall 
here. As one manufacturer, about 
to locate a large industry in Los 
Angeles, ald. in speaking of the 
value of the climate of this city 
in relation to its «ndustrial devel- 
opment: “If sunshine all the year, 
fresh air, flowers, nights of sound 
sleep, following days of work un- 
der pleasant conditions, would 
make me a better producer and a 
happier man, why would not these 
same conditions make better pro- 
ducers and happier men of those 
who work in the shops?” The same 
climatic conditions which attract 
contented workers here greatly 
reduce the overhead expenses of 
factory construction and factory 
operation because this is an out-of- 
door climate with no extremes. 


THE OPEN SHOP 

Equally important in this fa- 
vorable labor situation, is the fact 
that Los Angeles thoroughly be- 
lieves in the open shop, and has 
given convincing proof of its de- 
termination and its ability to de- 
fend this principle. This has at- 
tracted the highest type of Ameri- 
can workingman; the man with 
brains and initiative; the man who 
has broken away from the restraint 
imposed upon him in the strongly 
unionized centers of the country, 
and has found in Los Angeles in- 
dustrial freedom, an opportunity 
to develop his thought and his in- 
dividuality. 

Los Angeles is the center of « 
rich agricultural section. Of the 
fifty richest agricultural counties 
in the United States, thirteen are 
located in California. and six of 
these in Southern California. Los 
Angeles county, whose farm prod- 
ucts (including live stock and dairy 
products,) were valued by the Fed- 
eral Census Bureau in 1918 at §71.- 
597.899. heads the entire list in the 
Untted States, followed by Fresno 
county, whose farm products were 
valued at $66,110,100 in 1818. The 
total value of all the farm products 
produced in the seven counties 
ring the census year was $223,- 
£61,000. This sum exceeded the 


value of the farm products pro- 
qveed in any one of the following 
States: Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusettg, Rhode 
Island. Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maryland., West Virginia. Florida, 
Montana, Idaho, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Utah, Nevada, New Jersey, 
and Wyoming. It also exceeded 


New Hampshire, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island combined. In crops 
alone (not including live stock and 

iry products,) Los Angeles coun- 
ty produced in 1919 more than any 
one of the States of Utah, New 
Mexico, Wyoming. Rhode Island. 
—— Vermont or New Hamp- 
ire. 

lilustrative of the tremendous 
richness of the agricultural region 
of which Los Angeles is the cen 
ter, is the Imperial Valley, with a 
population of 43.000, which in 1921 
shipped one car of soll products 
for every man, woman and child in 
the valley. 


BASIC RESOURCES 
The terrilory served by Los An- 
geles is also rich in the basic re- 
sources which, in addition to petro- 
leum, are gold, silver, copper, tron, 
clay, gypsum, Iime and many other 


substances such as eilica for glass 
manufacturing, pumice, talc mag- 
nesite and cement. As a foundation 
for a great iron and steel industry 
of the future there exist within 
200 miles of Los Angeles large de- 
posite of tron ore. The exact ex- 
tent of all these deposite has never 
been reported on, but two of the 
largest deposits are known to con- 
tain at a moderate estimate, 100,- 
000,000 tone of high-egrade ore. 
The commerce passing through 
the port of Los Angeles consists of 
numerous raw products and semi- 
manufactured and manufactured 
commodities. Iron and steel, lum- 
ber and timber, chemicals and fer- 
tilizers, rubber, glass, copra, oils, 
mica, gums, wood pulp, foodstuffs, 
coffee, apices, textiles, fibers, etc., 
constitute the chief importations. 
The importation of lumber alone 
gives the port an important dis- 
tinction, for it makes of it the 
greatest lumber port in the world. 
Our exports consist chiefly of 
cotton, petroleum products, citrus 
fruita, canned and preserved food- 
stuffs, machinery, automobiles and 
trucks, rubber tires, drugs and 
chemicals, clothing and furnigure. 
LAND OF PLENTY 
In wealth as represented by as- 
sessed valuation, Los Angeles, with 
a total assessed valuation of $704,- 
599,078, is in a class with St. Louis 
and Pittsburg. And the county 
which bears its name is one of the 
wealthiest counties in the United 
States, having an assessed valuation 
of $1,176,262,853, which exceeds 
the official vaiuations of many 
States in the Union. For example, 
it exceeds the combined assessed 
valivacdons of the two old eastern 
Stetes of Main and New Hampshire.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.——-The 
Mate Department of Public Works

CENTRAL EUCROPE 

Must we then, after this tenta- 
tive settlement of the Turkish ques- 
ton, fall back in our thoughts and 
observations on the dreary condi- 
tions of central Europe which have 
o oppressed our minds and simply 
await the final crash? Nothing 
that would bear the reasonabiy 
critical inspection of sound business 
men has yet been proposed that 
would justify further lberality to- 
ward Europe. 

The outcome of the brilliant 
schemes of this country for for- 
eign trade is desolately fiat, in view 
of the shrinkage now going on and 
especially the curtailment in ex- 
ports of our food stuffs. Surely 
something should have come of the 
billions of words that have been 
distributed throughout the world 
on the subject of our foreign com- 
merce from the very beginning of 
the war. Few of the orators and 
writers made any good guess as 
to the situation which is now exist- 
ent, though there were plenty of 
predictions of the enormous debts 
that would be left on the shoulders 
of the belligerent nations. 

But quite possibly the Turk, once 
hated and still distrusted, will 
prove to be the incidental key un- 
locking Europe and setting pro- 
duction and trade in profitable mo- 
tion.
